3.00 (No 10-11) or size needed to give correct tension. 
ACCESSORIES — Milward Knitters Needle to sew seams; 
5 Maxart Buttons. 

ABBREVIATIONS — See page 15. “Shell” = (2 tr, 1 ch, 2 
tr). 


TENSION — 8 patts to 9 cm (approx 31/2 ins) in width over 
patt. 18 rows should measure approx 10 cm (4 ins) in 
depth. 

Why you should crochet a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garment to stretch, drop and 
rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garment too small, with a hard 
fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garment will look like our 
photo. 

Using 3.00 (No 10-11) Hook, make 41 ch loosely. 

“1st row — Miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next ch, * 3 ch, miss 2 ch, 
1 dc in next ch, rep from * to end ... 13 patts. 

2nd row — * 3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch loop, rep from * to end, 
1 ch, 1 h tr in last dc. 

3rd row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first h tr, * 3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch 
loop, rep from * to end, working last dc In 2nd ch of turning 
ch loop. 

2nd and 3rd rows form patt. ** 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 12 times. 

Fasten off. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, mark 8 patts with pins as 
shown in photo and using a metric rule measure the 
distance between the pins. It should measure 9 cm. 

More than 9 cm means loose tension — try a size smaller 
hook. 

Less than 9 cm means tight tension — try a size larger 
hook. 

When you have achieved the correct tension, use the 
same hook to crochet your garment (you may unravel your 
tension square and use the yarn in your garment). 
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BACK. Make 113 (119-125-131) ch loosely. 

Work as from ** to ** for tension square ... 37 (39-41-43) 
patts. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows until work measures 37 cm . . . 14 V 2 
ins . . . from beg, ending with a 3rd row. 

Shape raglan armholes — 1st row — SI st to centre of first 
3 ch loop, 1 dc in same loop, * 3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch loop, 
rep from * to end, turn (thus dec half a loop at each 
end). 

Rep 1st row 7 (7-9-9) times . . . 29 (31-31-33) patts. 

Shape back — Next row — SI st to centre of first 3 ch loop, 
1 dc in same loop, (3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch loop) 3 times, 
turn. 

Cont on these 3 patts. 

Next row — As 1 st row. 

Next row — SI st to centre of first 3 ch loop, 1 dc in same 
loop, 3 ch, 1 dc In next 3 ch loop. 

Fasten off. 

Miss next 21 (23-23-25) 3 ch loops, join yarn with a si st In 
next 3 ch loop, 1 dc In same loop, (3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch 
loop) 3 times, turn. 

Cont on these 3 patts. 

Next row — As 1 st row. 

Next row — SI st to centre of first 3 ch loop, 1 dc In same 
loop, 3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch loop. 

Fasten off. 

FRONT. Work as for Back to 

Rep 1st row 1 (1-3-3) time/s ... 35 (37-37-39) patts. 

Shape front — Next row — SI st to centre of first 3 ch loop, 
1 dc In same loop, (3 ch, 1 dc In next 3 ch loop) 9 times, 
turn. 

Cont on these 9 patts. 

Rep 1st row 7 times . . .2 patts. 

Next row — SI st to centre of first 3 ch loop, 1 dc In same 
loop, 3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch loop. 

Fasten off. 

Miss next 15 (17-17-19) 3 ch loops, join yarn with a si st in 
next 3 ch loop, 1 dc in same loop, (3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch 
loop) 9 times, turn. 

Cont on these 9 patts. 

Rep 1 st row 7 times ... 2 patts. 

Next row — SI st to centre of first 3 ch loop, 1 dc In same 
loop, 3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch loop. 

Fasten off. 

SLEEVES. Make 59 (64-68-71) ch loosely. 

1st row — Miss 3 ch, 1 tr In each ch to end ... 57 (62-66-69) 
tr, counting turning ch as 1 tr. 

2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, 1 tr In each tr to end, 1 tr in 
top of turning ch. 

3rd row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, (3 ch, miss 1 tr, 1 dc in next 
tr) 12 (14-15-16) times, (3 ch, 1 dc in next tr) 8 (5-5-4) times, (3 
ch, miss 1 tr, 1 dc in next tr) 11 (13-14-15) times, 3 ch, miss 1 
tr, 1 dc in top of turning ch . . . 32 (33-35-36) patts. 

Work in patt as for tension square (beg with a 2nd row) 
until work measures 18 cm ... 7 ins .. . from beg, ending 
with a 3rd row. 

Shape raglan — 1st row — SI st to centre of first 3 ch loop, 
1 dc in same loop, * 3 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch loop, rep from * 
to end, turn. 

Rep 1st row 10 (10-12-12) times ... 21 (22-22-23) patts. 
Fasten off. 


YOKE (beg at neck edge). Make 98 (102-102-106) ch 
I oose I y. (continued on next page 
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1st row (wrong side) — Miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next ch, * 5 ch, 
miss 3 ch, 1 dc in next ch, rep from * to end ... 24 
(25-25-26) patts. 

2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 2 tr) in first dc, * 1 dc in next 5 ch 
loop, “Shell” in next dc, rep from * to last 5 ch loop, 1 dc in 
5 ch loop, 3 tr in last dc. 

3rd row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc in centre of next 
Shell, rep from * to end, working last dc in top of turning 
ch. 

4th row — As 2nd row. 

5th row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 3 ch, 1 dc in next dc, 
3 ch, 1 dc in centre of next Shell, rep from * to end, 
working last dc in top of turning ch. 

6th row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 2 tr) in first dc, * 1 dc in next 3 ch 
loop, 1 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch loop, “Shell” in next dc, rep 
from * ending last rep with 3 tr instead of “Shell” in last 
dc. 

7th row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 3 ch, 1 dc in next 1 ch sp, 

3 ch, 1 dc in centre of next Shell, rep from * to end, 
working last dc in top of turning ch. 

8th row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 2 tr) in first dc, * 1 dc in next 3 ch 
loop, 2 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch loop, “Shell” in next dc, rep 
from * ending last rep with 3 tr instead of “Shell” in last 
dc. 

9th row — 1 ch, 1 dc In first tr, * 4 ch, 1 dc in next 2 ch sp, 

4 ch, 1 dc in centre of next Shell, rep from * to end, 
working last dc in top of turning ch. 

10th row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 2 tr) in first dc, 1 dc in next 4 ch 
loop, 3 ch, 1 dc in next 4 ch loop, “Shell” in next dc, rep 
from * ending last rep with 3 tr instead of “Shell” in last 
dc. 

11th row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 4 ch, 1 dc in next 3 ch 
loop, 4 ch, 1 dc in centre of next Shell, rep from * to end, 
working last dc in top of turning ch. 

12th row -- (1 dc, 1 ch, 2 tr) in first dc, * 1 dc in next 4 ch 
loop, 4 ch, 1 dc in next 4 ch loop, “Shell” in next dc, rep 
from * ending last rep with 3 tr instead of “Shell” in last 
dc. 

13th row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc in next 4 ch 
loop, 5 ch, 1 dc in centre of next Shell, rep from * to end, 
working last dc in top of turning ch. 

14th row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 2 tr) in first dc, * 1 dc in next 5 ch 
loop, 5 ch, 1 dc in next 5 ch loop, “Shell” in next dc, rep 
from * ending last rep with 3 tr instead of “Shell” in last 
dc. 

15th row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc in next 5 ch 
loop, 5 ch, 1 dc in centre of next Shell, rep from * to end, 
working last dc in top of turning ch. 


16th row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 2 tr) in first dc, * 1 dc in next 5 ch 
loop, 6 ch, 1 dc in next 5 ch loop, “Shell” in next dc, rep 
from * ending last rep with 3 tr instead of “Shell” in last 
dc. 

17th row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 6 ch, 1 dc in next 6 ch 
loop, 6 ch, 1 dc in centre of next Shell, rep from * to end, 
working last dc In top of turning ch. 

18th row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 2 tr) in first dc, * 1 dc in next 6 ch 
loop, 7 ch, 1 dc in next 6 ch loop, “Shell” in next dc, rep 
from * ending last rep with 3 tr instead of “Shell” in last 
dc. 

19th row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 7 ch, 1 dc in next 7 ch 
loop, 7 ch, 1 dc in centre of next Shell, rep from * to end, 
working last dc in top of turning ch. 

20th row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 2 tr) in first dc, * 1 dc in next 7 ch 
loop, 7 ch, 1 dc in next 7 ch loop, “Shell” in next dc, rep 
from * ending last rep with 3 tr instead of “Shell” in last 
dc. 

21st row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 1 dc in each of next 2 tr, 
7 dc in next 7 ch loop, 1 dc in each of next 2 tr, 1 dc in next 1 
ch sp, rep from * to end, working last dc in top of turning 
ch. 

Work edging — 22nd row — (1 dc, 2 ch) in first dc, (2 ch. 
Id tr) 3 times in same dc, * 2 ch, miss 5 dc, 1 dc In next dc, 
miss 5 dc, (2 ch. Id tr) 7 times in next dc, rep from * to end, 
working part in brackets 4 times instead of 7 times in last 
dc. 

23rd row — 3 ch, 1 dc in first 2 ch sp, (4 ch, 1 dc in next 2 ch 
sp) twice, * 4 ch, miss two 2 ch sps, 1 dc in next 2 ch sp, 
(4 ch, 1 dc in next 2 ch sp) 5 times, rep from * working part 
in brackets twice instead of 5 times at end of last rep, 2 ch, 
1 tr in 3rd ch of turning ch loop. 

24th row — 3 ch, 1 dc in first 2 ch sp, (4 ch, 1 dc) twice in 
each of next two 4 ch loops, * 4 ch, 1 dc in next 4 ch loop, 
(4 ch, 1 dc) twice in each of next five 4 ch loops, rep from * 
to last three 4 ch loops, 4 ch, 1 dc in next 4 ch loop, (4 ch, 
1 dc) twice in each of next two 4 ch loops, 4 ch, 1 dc in 
turning ch loop, 2 ch, 1 tr in 2nd ch of loop. 

Fasten off. 


MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join raglan 
seams, then join side and sleeve seams. Join edging 
section of yoke tog to dc row, then placing this join to 
centre back slip-stitch yoke in position, sewing dc row of 
yoke to garment and leaving edging free. With right side 
facing, work a row of dc evenly along right side of back 
opening, working five 3 ch buttonloops evenly along. Sew 
on buttons. Press seams lightly. 
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Lady’s Top 

Lengths of crochet chain 
threaded through filet mesh. 


Use only PATONS 4 PLY GEM for this garment. Another 
yarn may give unsatisfactory results.

Page 6—Book 680 


ACCESSORIES — Milward Knitters Needle to sew seams. 
Small quantity of Coats Aurora for trimming if desired. 
ABBREVIATIONS — See page 15. “Crab St” = Work as 
for dc, but work from left to right instead of right to left so 
that sts are worked backwards (see diagram on page 13). 

TENSION — 27 sts (and 12 rows) to 10 cm (approx 4 ins) 
over “1 tr, 1 ch” mesh. 

Why you should crochet a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garment to stretch, drop and 
rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garment too small, with a hard 
fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garment will look like our 
photo. 

Using 3.00 (No 10-11) Hook, make 44 ch loosely. 

**1st row — Miss 5 ch, 1 tr in next ch, * 1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr 
in next ch, rep from * to end ... 41 sts, counting turning 
ch loop as 2 sts. 






2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, * 1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in 
next tr, rep from * to end, working last tr in 2nd ch of 
turning ch loop. ** 

Rep 2nd row 16 times. 

Fasten off. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric rule 
across the centre of the square and mark 10 cm with pins 
as shown in photo. Count the number of sts between the 
pins (the 1 ch sps count as sts). 

You should have 27 sts. 

Less sts means loose tension — try a size smaller hook. 
More sts means tight tension — try a size larger hook. 
When you have achieved the correct tension, use the 
same hook to crochet your garment (you may unravel your 
tension square and use the yarn in your garment). 
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BACK. Using M, make 118 (122-130-138) ch loosely. 

Work as from to ** for tension square, noting that there 
will be 115 (119-127-135) sts at end of 1st row. 

Rep 2nd row until work measures approx 30 cm . . .11^/4 
ins . . . from beg, working last row on wrong side. 

Shape for sleeves — Join another ball of yarn to beg of 
last row and make 6 ch. Fasten off. 

Return to main work. 

Next row — 9 ch, miss 5 of these ch, 1 tr in next ch, 1 ch, 
miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next ch, 1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr, patt 
to turning ch loop and 6 ch, 1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in 2nd ch of 
turning ch loop, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next ch) 3 times . . . 
127 (131-139-147) sts, counting turning ch loop as 2 sts. *** 
Rep 2nd row 20 (20-21-21) times. 

Shape shoulders — 1st row — SI st across first 5 (5-7-7) 
sts, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 
1 h tr in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr) 50 
(52-54-58) times, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) twice, 
(1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, 1 ch, miss 1 ch, si st 
in nexttr, turn. 

2nd row — Miss si st, si st across next 14 sts, (1 ch, miss 1 
ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) 
twice, * 1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr, rep from * to last 23 
sts (do not count si sts), (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) 
twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, 1 ch, miss 1 
ch, si st in next tr, turn. 

Rep 2nd row once. 

Fasten off. 

FRONT. Work as for Back to ***. 

Rep 2nd row once. 

Divide for “V” neck — 1st row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, 
(1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr) 30 (31-33-35) times, miss 
1 ch, 1 tr in next tr, turn. 

Cont on these 62 (64-68-72) sts. 

2nd row — Miss first tr, (1 dc, 1 ch) in next tr, * 1 ch, miss 1 
ch, 1 tr in next tr, rep from * to end, working last tr in 2nd 
ch of turning ch loop. 


3rd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, * 1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next 
tr, rep from * to turning ch loop, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in 2nd ch of 
loop. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 7 (7-8-8) times, then 2nd row once 
. . .45 (47-49-53) sts. 

Sizes 10 and 12 only — Work 1 row without shaping. 

Shape shoulder — 1st row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, (1 ch, 
miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr) 15 (16) times, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr 
in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, 1 ch, 
miss 1 ch, si st in next tr, turn. 

2nd row — Miss si st, si st across next 14 sts, (1 ch, miss 1 
ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) 
twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr) 9 (10) times, working 
last tr in 2nd ch of turning ch loop. 

3rd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next 
tr) 1 (2) time/s, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) twice, (1 ch, 
miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, 1 ch, miss 1 ch, si st in next 
tr. 

Sizes 14 and 16 only — Shape shoulder — 1st row — SI st 

across first 7 sts, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, 
(1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr 
in next tr) (17-19) times, working last tr in 2nd ch of turning 
ch loop. 

2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next 
tr) (9-11) times, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) twice, 
(1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, 1 ch, miss 1 ch, si st 
in next tr, turn. 

3rd row — Miss si st, si st across next 14 sts, (1 ch, miss 1 
ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) 
twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr) (3-5) times, working 
last tr in 2nd ch of turning ch Iqop. 

All Sizes — Fasten off. 

Miss next ch at centre front, join yarn with a si st in next tr, 
(1 dc, 1 ch) in same place as si st, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr, * 
1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr, rep from * to end, working 
last tr in 2nd ch of turning ch loop. 

Cont on these 62 (64-68-72) sts. 

2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, * 1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in 
next tr, rep from * to turning ch, turn. 

3rd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr, * 
1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr, rep from * to end, working 
last tr in 2nd ch of turning ch loop. 

Rep 2nd and 3rd rows 7 (7-8-8) times, then 2nd row once 
. . .45 (47-49-53) sts. 

Sizes 10 and 12 only — Work 1 row without shaping. 

Shape shoulder — 1st row — SI st across first 5 sts, (1 ch, 
miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in 
next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr) 16 (17) times, 
working last tr in 2nd ch of turning ch loop. 

2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next 
tr) 8 (9) times, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) twice, (1 ch, 
miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, 1 ch, miss 1 ch, si st in next 
tr, turn. 

3rd row — Miss si st, si st across next 14 sts, (1 ch, miss 1 
ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) 
twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr) 2 (3) times, working 
last tr in 2nd ch of turning ch loop. 

Sizes 14 and 16 only — Shape shoulder — 1st row — (1 dc, 

1 ch) in first tr, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr) (16-18) times, 
(1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 dc 
in next tr) twice, 1 ch, miss 1 ch, si st in next tr, turn. 

2nd row — Miss si st, si st across next 14 sts, (1 ch, miss 1 
ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) 
twice, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next tr) (10-12) times, working 
last tr in 2nd ch of turning ch loop. 

3rd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in next 
tr) (2-4) times, (1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 h tr in next tr) twice, (1 ch, 
miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next tr) twice, 1 ch, miss 1 ch, si st in next 
tr. 

All Sizes — Fasten off. 

LOWER BANDS (make 2, worked sideways). Using M, 
make 15 ch loosely. 

1st row (wrong side) — Miss 1 ch, 1 dc in each ch to end 
. . .14dc. 
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2nd row — 1 ch, 1 dc in back loop of each dc to end. 

Rep 2nd row until work measures 41 (43.5-46-48.5) cm . . . 
16 (17-18-19) ins . . . from beg. 

Fasten off. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, sew lower 
bands in position, then join shoulder, side and sleeve 
seams. With right side facing and using M, work 1 row dc, 


then 1 row “Crab St’’ evenly around neck and sleeve 
edges. Fasten off.

Sew in sleeves, 
slip-stitching behind picot row on yoke and using a flat 
seam for rem. Work picot row as before around rem edges 
of jacket and sleeves, taking care not to stretch work. 
Using 6 strands of yarn 420 cm . . . 165 ins . . . long, make a 
twisted cord (see page 14) and thread through fabric at 
waistline. Tie a knot 2.5 cm . . .1 inch . . . from each end of 
cord and cut ends to form tassels. Press seams and picot 
edges lightly.

“Dec 1“ = (yoh, draw 
up a loop in next st, yoh and draw through first 2 loops on 
hook) twice, yoh and draw through all 3 loops on hook; 
“Dec 3“ = Work as for “Dec 1“ but miss 2 sts before 
working the second “leg”; “Dec 5“ = Work as for “Dec 1 ’’ 
but miss 4 sts before working the second “leg”. “Crab 
St” = Work as for dc but working from left to right instead 
of right to left so that sts are worked backwards. 

TENSION — 23y2 tr (and 12 rows) to 10cm (approx 4 ins) 
over tr fabric. 

Why you should crochet a tension square. 

Loose Tension will cause the garment to stretch, drop and 
rub. 

Tight Tension will make the garment too small, with a hard 
fabric that will matt during washing. 

With Correct Tension, your garment will look like our 
photo. 

Using 3.00 (No 10-11) Hook, make 37 ch loosely. 

1st row — Miss 3 ch, 1 tr in each ch to end ... 35 tr, counting 
turning ch as 1 tr. 

2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, 1 tr in each tr to end, 1 tr in 
top of turning ch. 

Rep 2nd row 16 times. 

Fasten off. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, place a metric rule 
across the centre of the square and mark 10 cm with pins 
as shown in photo. Count the number of tr between the 
pins. 

You should have 23V2 tr. 

Less tr means loose tension — try a size smaller hook.

tr, miss 2 tr, rep from * missing 1 tr instead of 2 at end of 
last rep, 1 tr in top of turning ch. 

Rep 2nd row 6 times. 

9th row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, miss 2 tr, * 1 tr in each of 
next 5 tr, (1 tr, 2 ch, 1 tr) in next 2 ch sp, 1 tr in each of next 5 
tr, miss 4 tr, rep from * missing 2 tr instead of 4 at end of 
last rep, 1 tr in top of turning ch. 

10th row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, miss 1 tr, * 1 tr in each of 

next 5 tr, (1 tr, 2 ch, 1 tr) in next 2 ch sp, 1 tr in each of next 5 

tr, miss 2 tr, rep from * missing 1 tr instead of 2 at end of 
last rep, 1 tr in top of turning ch. 

Rep 10th row 6 times. 

17th row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, miss 2 tr, * 1 tr in each of 

next 4 tr, (1 tr, 2 ch, 1 tr) in next 2 ch sp, 1 tr in each of next 4 

tr, miss 4 tr, rep from * missing 2 tr instead of 4 at end of 
last rep, 1 tr in top of turning ch. 

18th row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, miss 1 tr, * 1 tr in each of 

next 4 tr, (1 tr, 2 ch, 1 tr) in next 2 ch sp, 1 tr in each of next 4 

tr, miss 2 tr, rep from * missing 1 tr instead of 2 at end of 
last rep, 1 tr in top of turning ch. 

Rep 18th row 6 times. 

25th row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, miss 2 tr, * 1 tr in each of 

next 3 tr, (1 tr, 2 ch, 1 tr) in next 2 ch sp, 1 tr in each of next 3 

tr, miss 4 tr, rep from * missing 2 tr instead of 4 at end of 
last rep, 1 tr in top of turning ch. 

26th row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr. miss 1 tr, * 1 tr in each of 

next 3 tr, (1 tr, 2 ch, 1 tr) in next 2 ch sp, 1 tr in each of next 3 

tr, miss 2 tr, rep from * missing 1 tr instead of 2 at end of 
last rep, 1 tr in top of turning ch. 

Rep 26th row 4 times. (If desiring to alter length of skirt, 
work more or less rows at this point.) 

31st row — 1 dc in first tr, miss 2 tr, 1 tr in next tr, * 1 tr in 
next tr, (1 tr, 1 ch, 1 tr) in next 2 ch sp, 1 tr in next tr, “Dec 
5”, rep from * ending last rep with “Dec 3“ instead of 
“Dec 5’’. 

Beg bodice — 32nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first st, 1 tr in each 
of next 2 tr, * 1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in each of next 5 sts, rep 
from * to last 1 ch sp, 1 ch, miss 1 ch, 1 tr in each of next 3 
sts ... 67 (73-79-85) sts, counting turning ch as one st. 
32nd row forms bodice patt. 

Rep 32nd row twice. 

35th row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 1 tr) in first tr, patt to turning ch, 2 tr 
in top of turning ch. 

Keeping patt correct and working extra sts into patt as 
they become available, inc (as before) at each end of alt 
rows until there are 91 (97-103-109) sts. 

Cont without shaping until work measures 24 cm ... 9V2 ins 
... from beg of bodice. 

Shape armholes — 1st row — SI st across first 8 (10-12-14) 
sts, (1 dc, 1 ch) in next tr, “Dec 1 patt to last 11 (13-15-17) 
sts, “Dec 1”, 1 tr in nexttr, turn. 

2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, “Dec 1 ”, patt to last 3 sts, 
“Dec 1 ”, 1 tr in top of turning ch. 

Rep 2nd row 4 times ... 63 (65-67-69) sts. 

Shape neck — 1st row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, patt across 
next 14 (14-15-15) sts, “Dec 1 1 tr in next st, turn. 

Cont on these 17 (17-18-18) sts. 

2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, “Dec 1 ”, patt to end. 

3rd row — Patt to last 3 sts, “Dec 1”, 1 tr in top of turning 
ch. 
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Rep 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 2nd row once ... 12 
(12-13-13) sts. 

Work 10 (11-11-12) rows patt. 

Fasten off. 

Miss next 27 (29-29-31) sts, join yarn with a si st in next st. 
1st row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in same place as si st, “Dec 1”, patt 
to end. 

Cont on these 17 (17-18-18) sts. 

2nd row — Patt to last 3 sts, “Dec 1”, 1 tr in top of turning 
ch. 

3rd row —(1 dc, 1 ch) in first tr, “Decl”, patt to end. 


Rep 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 2nd row once ... 12 
(12-13-13) sts. 

Work 10 (1t-11-12) rows patt.

Using 3.00 (No 10-11) Hook, make 50 ch loosely. 

1st row — Miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next ch, * 5 ch, miss 3 ch, 1 dc 
in next ch, rep from * to end ... 12 loops. 

**2nd row — (1 dc, 1 ch) in first dc, * 4 tr in centre ch of 
next 5 ch loop, 2 ch, 1 dc in next 5 ch loop, 5 ch, 1 dc in next 
5 ch loop, 2 ch, 4 tr in centre ch of next 5 ch loop, rep from 
* to end, 1 tr in last dc. 

3rd row — (1 dc, 1 ch, 1 tr) in first tr, * 2 ch, 1 dc in last tr of 4 
tr group, 5 ch, 1 dc in next 5 ch loop, 5 ch, 1 dc in first tr of 4 
tr group, 2 ch, 4 tr in sp between two 4 tr groups, rep from * 
ending last rep with 2 tr in top of turning ch instead of 4 tr 
in sp. 


4th row — (1 dc, 3 ch) in first tr, 1 dc in first 2 ch loop, * 5 ch, 

1 dc in next loop, rep from * to end, 2 ch, 1 tr in top of 
turning ch. 

5th row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc in next 5 ch loop, 
rep from * to end, working last dc in 3rd ch of turning ch 
loop. 

6th row — (1 dc, 3 ch) in first dc, * 1 dc in next 5 ch loop, 

2 ch, (4 tr in centre ch of next 5 ch loop) twice, 2 ch, 1 dc in 
next 5 ch loop, 5 ch, rep from * ending last rep with 2 ch 
instead of 5,1 tr in last dc. 

7th row — 1 ch, 1 dc in first tr, * 5 ch, 1 dc in first tr of 4 tr 
group, 2 ch, 4 tr in sp between two 4 tr groups, 2 ch, 1 dc in 
last tr of 4 tr group, 5 ch, 1 dc In next 5 ch loop, rep from * 
to end, working last dc in 3rd ch of turning ch loop. 

8th row — (1 dc, 3 ch) In first dc, 1 dc in first 5 ch loop, * 
5 ch, 1 dc in next loop, rep from * to end, 2 ch, 1 tr In last 
dc. 

9th row — As 5th row. 

Rows 2 to 9 IncI form patt. ** 

Rep rows 2 to 9 inci once, then rows 2 to 4 inci once. 

Next row — As 5th row, working 3 ch instead of 5 In each 
loop. Fasten off. 

Lay your square on a flat surface, mark 2 patts with pins as 
shown in photo and using a metric rule measure the 
distance between the pins. 

It should measure 12.5 cm. 

More than 12.5 cm means loose tension — try a size 
smaller hook. 

Less than 12.5 cm means tight tension — try a size larger 
hook. 


When you have achieved the correct tension, use the 
same hook to crochet your garment (you may unravel your 
tension square and use the yarn in your garment).

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COVER-UP. 

BACK AND FRONT (alike). Make 114 (130) ch loosely. 

1st row — Miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next ch, * 5 ch, miss 3 ch, 1 dc 
in next ch, rep from * to end ... 28 (32) loops. 

Work In patt as from ** to ** for tension square until work 
measures approx 51 cm ... 20 ins .. . from beg, ending 
with a 2nd patt row. 

Shape armholes -- 1st row — SI st across first 5 tr, 3 ch, 
1 dc in next 5 ch loop, patt to last 2 ch loop, 3 ch, si st in 
first tr of 4 tr group, turn. 

2nd row — SI st to centre of first 5 ch loop, 1 dc in same 5 
ch loop, patt to last 5 ch loop, 5 ch, 1 dc in last 5 ch loop, 
turn. 

Rep 2nd row 3 (7) times . . 5patts. 

Work 20 (17) rows patt. 

Work 1 row patt, working 3 ch instead of 5 ch in each loop. 
Fasten off. 

SLEEVES. Make 98 ch loosely. 

1st row — Miss 1 ch, 1 dc in next ch, * 5 ch, miss 3 ch, 1 dc 
in next ch, rep from * to end ... 24 loops. 

Work in patt as from ** to ** for tension square until work 
measures approx 32 cm . . . 12y2 ins . . . from beg, ending 
with a 2nd patt row. 

Tie a coloured thread at each end of last row. 

Work 5 rows patt. 

Next row — SI st to centre of first 5 ch loop, 1 dc in same 5 
ch loop, patt to last 5 ch loop, 5 ch, 1 dc In last 5 ch loop, 
turn. 

Rep last row 12 times. 

Rep last row once, working 3 ch instead of 5 ch In each 
loop. 

Fasten off. 

SHOULDER JOININGS. Place front and back tog with 
wrong sides Inside. Join yarn with a si st in first st on front, 
1 dc in same place as si st, 4 ch, 1 dc in corresponding st 
on back, 6 ch, miss one st on front, 1 dc in next st, * 6 ch, 
miss 3 sts on back, 1 dc in next st, 6 ch, miss 3 sts on front, 
1 dc in next st, rep from * 3 times, 6 ch, miss 3 sts on back, 
1 dc in next st, 6 ch, miss one st on front, 1 dc in next st. 
Fasten off. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join side 
seams, leaving 12 cm . . . 43/4 Ins . . . free at lower edge. 



Flat Seam. 

This method is sometimes used for knitted 
garments but more often for crochet garments. 
Aflat seam may be worked from either the right 
or the wrong side of the work. Place the 2 
pieces of fabric evenly together and sew stitch 
by stitch, always bringing the needle up from 
underneath to top through the centre of the 
stitch, then in same manner through corre¬ 
sponding stitch on second piece of fabric. 

Note-Diagram shows knitted fabric, but method 
is the same for knitting or crochet. Always 
keep work elastic-there should be as much 
stretch in your seam as there is in the rest of 
your garment. 
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Join sleeve seams to coloured threads, then sew in 
sleeves. Press seams lightly. 

BAG. Using C, make 4 ch, join with a si st to form a ring. 

1st round — 3 ch, 11 tr in ring, si st in 3rd ch at beg ... 12 
sts, counting 3 ch as one st. 

2nd round — 3 ch, 1 tr In same place as si st, 2 tr in each tr 
to end, si st in 3rd ch at beg ... 24 sts. 

3rd round — 3 ch, * 2 tr in next tr, 1 tr in next tr, rep from * 
to last tr, 2 tr in last tr, si st in 3rd ch at beg ... 36 sts. 

4th round — 3 ch, 1 tr In next tr, * 2 tr In next tr, 1 tr in each 
of next 2 tr, rep from * to last tr, 2 tr In last tr, si st in 3rd ch 
at beg ... 48 sts. 

5th round — 3 ch, 1 tr in each of next 2 tr, * 2 tr in next tr, 1 
tr in each of next 3 tr, rep from * to last tr, 2 tr in last tr, si st 
in 3rd ch at beg ... 60 sts. 

Cont inc In this manner (working 1 more tr between inc in 
every round) until there are 144 sts. 

13th round — 3 ch, 1 tr in each of next 6 tr, * 2 tr in next tr, 1 
tr in each of next 7 tr, rep from * to last tr, 2 tr in last tr, 
using M si st in 3rd ch at beg ... 162 sts. 

***Using M, 14th round — 3 ch, 1 tr in each tr to end, si st 
in 3rd ch at beg. 

Rep 14th round 3 times, using C for si st at end of last 
round. 

Using C, rep 14th round 4 times, using M for si st at end of 
last round. *** 

Rep from *** to *** once. Break off C. 

Using M, beg patt — 1st row — 1 ch, 1 dc in same place as 
si st, * 5 ch, miss 2 tr, 1 dc In next tr, (5 ch, miss 3 tr, 1 dc In 
next tr) twice, rep from * to last 7 tr, 5 ch, miss 2 tr, 1 dc in 
next tr, 5 ch, miss 3 tr, 1 dc in last tr, turn (DO NOT JOIN) 
... 44 loops. 

Work in patt as from ** to ** for tension square 4 times, 
then rep 2nd and 3rd rows once. 

Fasten off. 

MAKE UP. DO NOT PRESS. Using a flat seam, join seam. 
Using 6 strands of M 270 cm . . . 106V4 ins . . . long for each 
cord, make 2 twisted cords (see below). Beg at seam, 
thread one cord through 7th row from top of bag, knot 
ends tog then cut ends to form tassel. Beg at opposite 
side of bag, thread other cord through same holes and 
finish off In same manner. Pull cords from centre to close 
bag and form handles. 


Method requires two people. Take as many strands of 
yarn as required, approximately three times the length 
required for the finished cord. Knot each end and slip a 
pencil between strands. Each person holds yarn just 
below pencil with one hand and twists pencil clockwise 
with other hand, keeping yarn taut. When yarn begins 
to kink, catch centre over door-knob or back of chair. 
Bring pencils together for one person to hold, while 
other grasps centre of yarn, sliding hand down and 
releasing at short intervals, letting yarn twist. Knot 
ends to prevent unravelling.

WASHING INSTRUCTIONS — COTTON GARMENTS 

WASHING — Powder should be fully dissolved in hot water before immersing garment. Squeeze the 
garment gently in the suds; do not rub. 

RINSING — Rinse garment thoroughly in hot water, until the water is clear. Support your garment with 
both hands whenever you lift it to prevent stretching. 

DRYING — After the last rinse, spin dry the garment or squeeze it between towels to remove excess 
water. 

Turn garment Inside out and dry naturally on a flat surface out of direct sunlight. Never hang a hand¬ 
made garment. When drying colour-contrast garments, do not leave constrasting areas In contact with 
each other in the wet or damp state. 

Do not tumble dry. 

PRESSING — Generally, cotton garments should be pressed with a hot Iron and a slightly damp cloth.

ch = chain; sp = space; si st = slip stitch; dc = double crochet; yoh = yarn over hook; h tr = half 
treble — pass yarn round hook, draw a loop through next stitch, draw a loop through all 3 loops on 
hook; tr = treble — pass yarn round hook, draw a loop through next stitch, draw a loop through first 2 
loops on hook, then draw another loop through 2 remaining loops;d tr = double treble — pass yarn 
twice round hook, draw a loop through next stitch, draw a loop through first 2 loops on hook, draw a 
loop through next 2 loops, then another through last 2 loops; t tr = triple treble — pass yarn three 
times round hook, draw a loop through next stitch, draw a loop through first 2 loops on hook, draw a 
loop through next 2 loops, another through next 2 loops, then another through last 2 loops, 
alt = alternate; beg = begin or beginning; cont = continue; dec = decrease, decreased, decreases 
or decreasing; foil = following or follows; Inc = increase, increased, Increases or increasing; 
inci = including or inclusive; 0 = no rows, stitches or times; patt = pattern; rem = remain, remains, 
remainder or remaining; rep = repeat; st, sts = stitch, stitches; tog = together; cm = centlmetre(s); 
ins = inches. 

The first row is always the right side of the work unless otherwise stated.
